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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Board of Effingham: 

Tl herewith submit my second annual report, it be- 
ing the ninth in the series of such reports. 

For the year ending June 30, 1927, our schools 
showed an average attendance of 76 and an average 
membership of 80. The percent of attendance was 
95. This last is encouraging as it was 93 one year 
ago. If every pupil would attend as faithfully as the 
majority do, we could make 97. For instance South 
Kffingham and Center Effingham each had 97. 

Four schools are open: 

Gladys Leavitt at Center Effingham has 26 pupils. 
Esther Lambert at Effingham Falls has 17 pupils. 
Ruth Snow at the Mountain School has 12 pupils. 
Bertha E. Carter at South Effingham has 15 pupils. 
There are five pupils from Parsonsfield, Maine attend- 
ing the South Effingham School. 


Medical Inspection 


We are fortunate to have Miss Marjorie Buswell 
as nurse again this year to make inspection of the 
schools. Last spring a very successful dental clinic 
was held where a large number of children were given 
treatment. The late Dr. Gilman of Pittsfield did splen- 
did service. Work of this kind is a safeguard for the 
future. I hope this clinic can be repeated next spring. 

I would also urge a clinic for giving Toxin Anti- 
Toxin treatment to pupils. This is a harmless treat- 
ment and protects against the much dreaded disease, 
diphtheria. Adults and pre-school children may also 
profit by the same treatment. Please consult authori- 
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ties including your family physician and consider this 


important matter. 


Repairs 


By an economical use of funds, school property 


has been improved this year. Toilets were built at 
ihe Mountain School and blackboards installed. Effing- 
ham Falls building was painted inside. Book closets 
were built at Center Effingham and South Effingham. 
The furniture in all buildings was redressed and better 


adjusted. This helps to preserve it from defacement — 


and destruction. 

For the coming year, I would recommend install- 
ing a ventilating heater at Center Effingham and re- 
shingling the roof on one side. At the Mountain, a 
book closet should be built and the inside of the build- 
ing painted. At Effingham Falls the underpinning 
needs to be reset. All furniture should be redressed. 
The yard at South Effingham should be graded. 

The schools of New Hampshire are moving ahead. 
Trained teachers are available. The normal schools 
now offer four-year curricula, training teachers for 


high school work as well as elementary. The actual 


number of days of schooling is increasing. 


The successful school needs a trained teacher, reg- 
ular attendance and a full year of unbroken sessions. 


Let everyone boost the schools!

Both went 
to high school—one to Ossipee and one to Parsonsfield.
